quired to obtain a majority vote 
where there are more than two candi- 
dates for one position. ‘This makes 
it certain that there will be no run- 
over primary in the state races since 


the race for governor was settled de- 


cisively in the primary Wednesday. 

J. J. Brown, commissioner of agri- 
culture, war re-elected by a majority 
which will run almost two to one 
over his closest opponent, A. O. 
Blalock, according to the incomplete 
official returns received, Brown car- 
rying 79 counties with 196 unit votes, 
Blalock -52 counties with 116 unit 
votes and O. M. Houser 3 with 8 unit 
votes.

The shooting to death of M. H. Ben- 
ton, 47, of 342 Fraser street, by his 


nephew, E. L. Benton, 25, at the lat-. 


ter’s boarding house, 16 Fowler street, 
was justifiable homicide, according to 
the decision of Recorder Pro Tem A. 
W. Calloway at the preliminary hear- 
ing Thursday afterneon in _ police 

Hight witnesses were sworn, four of 
whom testified. All agreed that the 
man killed was advancing upon his 
nephew with a knife in his hand and 
an oath upon his lips. All testified 
that young Benton had warned his 
uncle to go awa; and had tried to 
avoid trouble with him. 

After the four state witnesses had 
testified Attorney Len B. Guillebeau 
made g motion to dismiss the charges, 
saying that the evidence showed | it 
to be justifiable homicide, and showed 
clearly and beyond all doubt that the 
prisoner had shot in defense of his 
own life, his safety and his “home 
or castle.” 

The defendant made no statement, 
nc. did he put up any witnesses. 

Miss Sells On Stand. 

Miss Mprtice Sells, of 18 Fowler 
street, was the first witness on the 
stand. She testified that when the 
trouble occurred last Saturday night 
she was returning homé from her 
work. She heard the elder Benton 
cursing and abusing his nephew, who 
had retreated from the porch and went 
inside of the house, closing the door 
behind him. 

The elder Benton, she declared, sat 
down on tke porch of the house where 
the younger Benton was boarding, and 
awhile with Mrs. L. J. 
German. He became enraged and, 
seizing a !antern which his nephew 
had left on the porch, struck it against 
a post and smashed it. 

According to the witness the uncle 
then left the house, the defendant 
leaving a few moments afterward. 
The uncle returned, and after standing 
about for e few minutes, went across 
the street from the house where his 
nephew boarded. A few minutes later 
and the pephew came back, and his 
uncle sterted to cross the etreet to- 
ward him, cursing and abusing him, 
she said. , 
Offers a Fair Fight. 

Finally the nephew told his uncle 
that if he would put up his knife he 
would whip him in a fair fight, if 
the uncle was determined to have 
trouble. The uncle replied that he 
would put nothing up, but would cut 
the prisoner’s — — out. 

He then crossed the street toward 
the boy. Young Benton kept warn- 
ing him to stop. As he reached the 
steps the boy told him if he took 
one more step toward him he would 
shoot him. The uncle took the other

THE STRIKE AT AN END. 

The country has every reason to 
rejoice in the fact that the -railroad 
strike leaders have been authorized 
to sign a separate peace agreement 
with individual railroads, this virtu- 
ally terminating one of the most se- 
rious‘ and most damaging industrial 
controversies in the history of this 
country. 

While not all of the railroads are 
included within the scope’ of the 
agreement, it is of particular signifi- 
cance, so far as the south is con- 
cerned, at least, that most of the 
rail lines of this section are in it; 
and the fact that more than 50,000 
miles of railroad trackage is repre- 
sented in the agreement means, un- 
questionably, that the strike is at an 
end. 

This, coupled with the previous 
settlement of the coal strike, means 
that the last obstacle. in-the way of 
a general resumption of business has 
been swept out of the way, and that 
the railroads will be taxed to their 
utmost. capacity «in handling the 
business that will. be. offered them 
this fall and winter. — 

It means a general revival of ac- 
tivities in all ‘lines of commerce and 
industry—in shops, in mines, in fac- 
tories,,in wholesale and retail busi- 
ness throughout the country. 

. It means a busy winter ahead, and 
that the year 1923 will be the most 
prosperous year for this country 
since the memorable upturn imme- 
diately following, the World War! ' 

The thousands of men who have 
been idle: since the first of July. will 
-now.go_ back to work in accordance 
with the. peace.agreement, and yet 
under condition’ that fully protect 
those’ who ‘took the places of the 
‘men who left their work to join the 
Strike. 

Not one will be discharged. This 
means that the railroads anticipate 
a volume of business sufficient to 
provide employment for both: their. 
‘present’ employees and the return- 
ing Strikers. 

This “is,.indeed, a happy augury 
for the beginning of the fall season! 

In this:connection;*too'much can- 
not be said in praise of the splendid 
work of S. Davies Warfield, presi- 
dent of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road, and the part he played in 
bringing about the strike settlement. 

It is universally conceded that to 
him more largely than to any other 
instrumentality is due this happy 
ending of the strike, and the tribute 
paid him by the railway employees’. 
department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, published on this page 
today, is abundantly merited. 

In the recent New York confer- 
ence of railway executives, when it 
was voted to withdraw from further 
negotiations with the striking shop- 
men and to adjourn, after having ap- 
parently reached an impasse with 
the strikers in seeking a basis of 
harmonious adjustment, Mr. War- 
field was the leader of the element 
that voted-to continue the negotia- 
tions. : 

He believed that the two parties 
to the’ strike controversy were then 
near enough together to assure a 
Settlement of the jssues. between 
them; but the other contention pre- 
vailed and the conference ended. 

Undaunted, Mr. Warfield took up 
the matter again on the basis of 
negotiations between individual rail- 
roads and the strikers, and not be- 
tween the strikers and the railroads 
as a whole. 

This identical proposition only a 
few weeks before had been turned 
down by the strikers. 

The Southern‘and other railroads 
had offered their striking shoprhen 
an opportunity to return to work 
on the basis of compliance with their 
strike demands; but the proposition 
was rejected on the ground negotia- 
tion with individual railroads would 
not be considered and that accept- 
ance of any prorosal to return to 
work must be based on action taken 
by the railroads‘collectively and not 
individually. 

The Constitution then held this 
position to be both unreasonable and 
untenable. 

We stated then that public opinion 
would not support it and it did not. 

The strike leaders have now come 
to that position; and in bringing 
about a settlement of the strike on 
this basis Mr. Warfield has rendered 
distinct service, not only to the rail- 
roads and to the striking shopmen, 
but more particularly to the general 
public. 

And what has been brought about, 
together with the’ restoration’ of 
peace in the coal industry, means 
more to the general prosperity of 
the country than anything that has 
happened since the ‘termination of 
the World War!

Paquin’s and Worth’s. They send 
many husbands home broke. .The péer- 
fume shops are over-rated. A group 
of. Arabs. ,Wearing turbans, English 
cut’ clothes and’ white spats. But 
nobody notices what you wear here. 
Not even the rouge some men wear 
on their cheeks. 

Wonder if I’ve got enough money 
to get home. I’m afraid to count. 
Little boulevard hutches where tbev 
sell a plate of green almonds and a 
bottle of white wine for six francs. 
Dogs go unmuzzled here, too. John 
McCormack, the tenor. 

All the French journalists wear 
Van Dyke beards. And they write 
what they please. And live happily. 
If they don’t get shot. Paris uses 
its parks, ‘They are always — 
The . popular song in the cafes 
“Kansas City’ Kitty.” Written by 
a French waiter. 

Along the Seine on the stone walls 
are many miles of second hand book- 
shops. Passers-by may inspect .as 
long as they wish and one. is never 


asked to buy. It is the only section 
of Paris where sales are not pushed. 

From Friday until Monday morn- 
ing Paris is deserted in the summer 
time. The inhabitants flock to 
Deauville, Pourville and: other resorts 
and the town is left closed from Mri- 
day night until] Sunday evening, In 
season Sunday is the big night in 
Paris. The day begins with luneheon 
and ends with supper in the midnight 
clubs. With the exception of liquor 
the cafe prices here are the same as 
they are in New York. A dinner for 
two is around 100 francs, a little less 
than $10. 

French money is much easier. to 
master than English. Everything is 
francs and centimes. My hotel bill 
for a week, including some C.. QO. 
D. purchases, was 3,000 francs. I pre- 
sented an express check for $300 and 
got enough change to make a good 
bedding for my dog’s sleeping basket. 
It is such comic looking money that 
you cannot imhgine people really ae 
cepting it. But they do. I'll tell the 
world they do, 

Lured*By a huge sign reading 
“American Ice Cream Soda” I en- 
tered a drug store on the Place de la 
Bastille. A Webber and Fields. type 
of Frenchman. waited upon me. 
That’s his home. “Is eet not magni- 
fique?” he inquired and when I 
waved my arms wildly: he took it for 
an assent. I was really’ motioning 
him to call out the fire department. 
It burned all the way down 
and all. the-.‘way up. There 
wasn’t a speck of ‘ice cream in it. I 
am convinced now-that he understood 
me to say I wanted to poison myself. 

Among. my adventures today was 
a ride on a Paris bus. You cannot 
depart until they call your number. 
And as usual] they had to call a gen- 
darme to explain it to me. But 
there was no excuse for the conduc- 
tor saying something that sounded 
suspiciously like “fathead.”

Chicago, September 14.—(Special.) 
Following the settlement of the rail- 


the railway employees’ department 
of the American Federation of Ta- 
bor, through President B. M. Jewell, 
pays. loving tribute to the service ren- 
dered by S. Davies Warfield. presi: 
dent Seaboard Air Line Railway com- 
pany. President Jewell says: 

“The settlement speaks for itself. If the 
statesmanship shown by Mr. S. Davies War- 
field had prevailed at the outset, differences 
would have been composed in a week. Rail- 
road employees are not breakers of the-law 
but they are human and expect to be ac- 
corded the consideration: which they believe 
they‘are entitled to receive as the inaliena- 
ble right of the American citizen. 

“We sought settlement through the peace- 

I method of continned negotiation, not by 
resorting to violence or other unlawful acts. 
The unprecedented and thoroughly un-Amer- 


eral, coming as it did near the close of these 
important and far-reaching negotiations, 
would have, if secured forty-eight hours 
earlier, disrupted : them. 

“We-have neither Criticism to ae nor 
excuses to offer. We accepted the adminis- 
tration’s proposal for settlement, and were 
not responsible for the misapplication of 
alleged understandings between the adminis-

The victory—indeed, the landslide’ 
—of Clifford Walker for governor 
to sueceed Governor Hardwick, who 


is completing ~:s"first term, was not 
unexpected by those students of 


Georgia politics who analyze in ad-/ tio 
vance conditions that are factors in 
state: campaigns. 

It is doubtless true that Governor 
Hardwick, astute politician that he 
is, knew the potency of those condi- 
tions; and that heymade a brave and 
courageous fight against them to the 
last hour of the battle—fighting .as 
perhaps he never fought before— 
brought admiration rather than cen- 
sure from his adversaries on i fir- 
ring line. 

. And while the Walker ‘aia was 
fully anticipated by those who kept 
their ears to the ground, the fact is, 
also. unmistakable that the circum- 
stance ‘that controlled it are the 
most femarkable in the history of 
Georgia politics, and have evolved a 
new situation in Georgia’s public af- 
fairs, and one that. will probably re- 
dound to the welfare of the people, 
and to the best- interest of the state 
along constructive: lines.

Four’ years’.ago Governor Hard- 
wick, who -was then a member of the 
United States senate, was defeated 
for re-election fo that seat by William 
J. Harris; “the present senior sena- 
tor, largely, if not entirely, upon the 
record of Senator Hardwick in the 
war congress. 

That he was not in sympathy with 
the administration of President 
Woodrow Wilson at that particular 
time, though chosen at the Macon 
convention as a Wilson suppotter, 


‘| was*acknowledged and proclaimed by 


Senator Hardwick on the floor of 
the. senate and in more than one 
hundred speeches that he made in 
Georgia during the campaign. 

His personal loyalty to his country 
in those trying days, when approxi- 
mately three million American boys 
were fighting in France, was never 
thinking 
men; but that his voting and speak- 
ing ‘record in the flood of war legis- 
lation needed to “carry on” did not 
comport to .popular will, was re- 
flected in the 1918 vote: of his con- 
stituents, who gave his seat to Sen- 
ator Harris by a large majority. 

At that time Senator Thomas E. 
Watson, then a private citizen, took 
but little interest in the campaign 
direct, following as it did closely 
upon the heels of a sorrow in his 
own home that had overwhelmed 
him—the death of both of his chil- 
‘dren—but, alert and outspoken and 
undeniably sincere as he has always 
been on public issues, he became, as. 
editor. and= publicist, the recognized 
leader, not only in Georgia _but 
throughout the nation, of that sehool 
of thought to which Mr. Hardwick, 
as senator, had conformed. 

He opposed the administration war 
polici@s, and be opposed them with 
the force and vigor that have always 
made him a power in public life. 

This unity of thought and _ ex- 
‘pression, battered by. an overwhelm- 
ing cross-current of public . ‘opinjon, 
Yiaturally, and without. design or 
plan, brought Thomas W. Hardwick, 
defeated senator, and ‘Thomas E. 
Watson, private citizen of potential 
power and influence: in Georgia af- 
fairs, . closer together, and in a 
measure obliterated an estrangement, 
personal and political, that had fol- 
lowed some of Mr. MHardwick’s 
earlier races’ for the national house 
of representatives from the tenth 
district, the home of both. 


a aS a 
Mr. Hardwick retired to private 
life ok the fourth of March, 1919; 
beginning the practice of law in At- 
lanta. Mr. Watson, after a lapse of 
a few months from active news- 


_| paper work, began the publication of 


a weekly 
newspaper; continued his _ literary 
work, and began to show more and 
more of his old-time form in the dis- 
-eussion of public affairs—particular- | 
‘ly -as applied to Georgia. His in- 
fluence as a leader of thought re- 
mained strong, and showed a steady 
increase. 

Let me say here that no man in 
public life in Gegrgia has ever de- 
veloped a stronger personal follow- 
ing—men and women who follow 
him almost implicitly in publie mat- 
ters—than has Senator Watson. He 
has won that following by a: spirit 
of practical democracy that touched 
the homes and the hearts of the 
great ma:ses, 

It has been said that Mr. Watson 
has held the balance of power in 
gubernatoria!] elections. - in. 
for 17: years, so compact and stead- 
fast and implacable has been the 
following that has developed about 
him. 

Until his election to the United 
States senate it is generally admitted 
thet his following had not been suf- 
ficiently strong of -itself, unaided by 
other influences, to elect, but it has 
been. sufficiently strong in every elec- 
tion in those years to swing the bal- 
ance to whichever side Mr. Watson 
personally wished. Perhaps no gpeat- 
er compliment could be paid a man 
than an appreciation of the signifi- 
cance ofthis fact—the force of the 
personal equation in public matters. 

Getting back to the chronology of 
circumstances leading to Wednes-| 
day’s great victory for Mr. Walker 


In 1919, an.off year in politics, 
matters drifted along in the usual 
routine, Mr. Hardwick taking no 
active part in public: matters other 
than that of. any citizen of Georgia, 
quietly engaged in his profession. 
Mr. Watson continued the outspoken 
oppenent of the Wilson administra- 
‘tion policies, during and after the 
war, théugh intrepid and unyielding 
in the old-time orthodox faith of the

with the usual skitmishing fer posi- 

tion at the national conventions, this 
being the year-for the nomination 
of party candidates for president, 
and the subsequent November elee- | 
tion of a president. 

In‘ the democratic party the issue 
of the Wilson administration, or the 
more concrete issue of the league of 
nations, became paramount and Mr. 
Watson was an ‘outspoken antagonist 
of the league. 

The vote of the Georgia delegation 
to the national convention was 
sought by the avowed candidates, 
and the state committee having left 
the choice to a primary referendum, 
Attorney-General Mitchell Palmer, a 
member of the Wilson cabinet, and 
an active candidate for the presiden- 
tial nomi..ation, entered the Georgia 
field for the delegation’s vote at the 
San Francisco convention. / 

Senator Hoke Smith, whose term 
of office expired on March 4, 1921, 
also entered, the presidentiai primary 
which had been called for April, while 
the regular state primary was fixed 
by law for September. 

Following the entry of Senator 
Smith, who was regarded as on a 
middle ground between the league of 
nations and a straight and unquali- 
fied repudiation of the league in its 
entirety, Senator Watson entered as 
the very antithesis of the views of 
Mr. Palmer. 

In the primary no eandidate re- 
ceived a majority, Mr. Palmer receiv- | 
ing the plurality, and at the presi- 


dential state convention: each candi- | 


date named the delegates from his 
supporters in those counties that gave 
him the plurality, ete., making three 
groups in the convention, neither 
with a decisive voice. 
oo « « of « 
. The history of the famous May 
18th convention of that year is yet 
fresh in the minds of all Georgians. 

In the convention the delegates. of 
Mr. Watson and Senator Smith form- 
ed a coalition and controlled the con- 
vention.: The combination named 
delegates and adopted a_ platform. 

The Palmer delegates after par- 
ticipating in regular order as a 
group’ minority subsequently held a 
convention and named. its delegates; 
and the latter delegates were seated 
at San Francisco on the _ clear 
showing that the rules under which 
the primary was held gave the state’s 
delegation to the man receiving the 
plurality vote of the state—which 
Palmer had done. 

In the May 18th state convention 
Senator T. W. Hardwick was the 
director of the combination of Smith 
and Watson delegates, and the plat- 
form adopted reflected his own posi- 
tion: while senator in 1917-18, and 
also the position of Mr: Watson as a 
publicist. He led the. Watson-Smitb 
delegates to the national convention, 
and personally made the unsuccess- 
ful fight. before the national conyen- 
tion. 

Thus two minds. formerly bitterly 
antagonistic, moving in the same pub- 
lic channel became mutually identi- 
fied in state politics,:and the. coalition 
between Mr. Watson’ and ex-Senator 
Hardwick was established asa —_ 
ural sequence of circumstances, 

Following the national convention 
the presidential primary became the 
issue in the regular state campaign, 
and Mr. Watson, yielding to the wish 
of his close personal and political 
friends, entered for the United States 
senate to succeed Senator Smith. > 

Ex-Senator Hardwick very naturally 
grasped the opportunity that. cireum- 
stances had opened and entered: for 
governor on the same platform that 
Mr. Watson had entered for‘ the sen- 
ate—the platform of May . 18th, 
brought down to include state issues, 
as for instance the repeal of the state 
equalization law, the issuing: of free 
school books in primary grades, etc. 

The story of the “Iwo Toms” cam- 
paign is as fresh almost as the story 
of Wednesday’s remarkable primary 
in which the co-partnership of 1920 
was smashed in 1922. 

As running ‘mates Tho: as E. Wat- 
son. was elected to the senate, defeat- 
ing Smith and Dorsey and Thowas W. 
Hardwick was elected governor, de- 
feating Walker, the victor in the pri- 


mary of yesterday. ph 


In the campaign of 1918 Clifford 
Walker was an ardent, enthusiastic, 
unyielding and uncompromising sup- 
porter of the administration of Wood- 
row Wilson; and of the war pelicies 
of that administration. He . was 
then attorney-general, and was over- 
whelmingly nominated over the late 
Joe Hill Hall, ag a true Wilson demo- 
crat, as well son his record as ‘in- 
cumbert. _ | 
, In 1920 Mr. Walker resigned as 
attorney-general and made the race 
for governor as a straight out-and-out 
and made one ‘of 
the most vigorous campaigns’ ever 
conducted in Georgia against the sen- 
atorial war record of Mr. Hardwick 
when he was a member of that body. 

It will be recalled that the race’ 
was decidedly closer; between Hard- 
wick and Walker in that primary 
than between Watson and either of 
his opponents, Dorsey being the ser- 
ond high man. Mr. Watson won over 
both in the. first primary. 

In the gubernatorial race, © how- 
ever, Mr. Hardwick led but did’ not 
win over Walker, a very close -sec- 
ond, and ex-Speaker John N. Holder, 
the third candidate. 
In the second primary for govern 
or in 1920 Mr. Hardwick won by a 
substantial majority. Senator-elest 
Watson threw the weight of bis in- 
fluence behind him. 


The state convention was held in 
October at Macon, composed of dele- 
gates selected by or from among the 
friends of the successful candidate 
for governor. That is 733 hans: 
law. ° 

And there, at that convenes it. 
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At* the state democratic conven- 
tion in October, 1920, it is said that 
Senator-elect Watson tq@k umbrage 
at the fact that his personal and 
political friends were not sufficiently 
recognized in’ the appointment of 
delegates, and that on the contrary 
some of his bitterest enemies. had 
been appointed from the old Hoke 
Smith following in Georgia. 

Whether true or not, and whether 
if true Governor-elect Hardwick was 
cognizant of that fact, of course is 
not for me to judge or say. It is 
true, however, that the first seeds of 
discord between the election partners 
of a brief four weeks before were 
there planted, and circumstances that 
quickly followed in order fertilized 
them, and brought them into full and 
sweeping fruitage. 

Senator Watson took his seat in 
March, 1921, and Governor Hardwick 
in June, 1921. 

Behind them both was the plat- 
form of the state convention—their 


platform adopted at the state presi- 
dential convention, and emphasized 
the repeal of the tax equalization 
law, the free school books, etc. 

As the senator functions in na- 
tional affairs Senator Watson took 


wick. 

From the date of the inaugura- 
tion’ of Governor Hardwick the slight 
breach: that had developed at the Ma- 
con convention began to widen— 
rapidly and irretrievably. 

The first message to the legislature 
did not carry -the recommendation 


The 
senator. chafed under what he sub- 
sequently termed as a* violation of 
faith. 

In the appointment of the govern- 
or’s staff the charge was made by 
Senator Watson’s friends that only 
one Watson friend and supporter had 
been ¢ recognized in the bestowal of 
those honors.

is alleged to have felt that his 
friends were not recognized. He 
subsequently made the public state- 
ment that “Watson’s friends were 
good erfough to vote for Hardwick 
but are not good enough to hold of- 
fice under Hardwick.” 

The senator bitterly opposed the 
discounting of rentals of the state- 
owned W.. & A. railroad, authority 
having been granted at the govern- 
or’s request by the legislature that 
such should be done. He bitterly op- 


and legal fees in this connection, and 
while for several months he chafed 


-he did not publicly or through the 


spring of 1922, and then he did so 
in no uncertain manner. Under the 
caption of “What is the Matter With 
Georgia?” Senator Watson openly 
broke the political alignment between 
them, and denounced the official rec- 
ord of Governor Hardwick, not only 
for the acts mentioned, but for his 
alleged action in working in the 1921 
legislature against the repeal of the 
tax act, and so on. 

In this connection he bitterly de- 
nounced the governor’s income tax 
proposal, which at the time was for 
an unlimited constitutional authority, 
and on gTOsS instead of net incomes,

Thus it was seen, not only by their 
mutual friends, but by all students 
of Georgia politics, that the break 
between them was incurable. 
mutual friends, and some of Govern- 
or Hardwick’s closest personal and 
political friends, tried in’ desperation 
but in vain to bring about a politi- 
cal reconciliation. 

Those efforts were kept 
within a few days of 
of Wednesday past. 

Senator Watson remained obdurate, 
declaring that the tenets of political 
faith were sacred to him—his life 
having been one of consistency in 
public affairs—and to that end, quiet- 
ly, dignifiedly and in the best of 
spirit and temper, without argument, 
or campaigning or even mentioning 
the matter in his own newspaper, he 
threw the weight of his influence 
against Hardwick and to Walker for 
governor in the remarkable race that 
has just been concluded, with the re- 
sult— 

That Clifford Walker was nomi-; 
nated over Governor Hardwick, can- 
didate for re-election, by one of the 
largest, most smashing popular and 
unit votes ever given a candidate in 
Georgia—and through a combination: 
that was absolutely invincible.

So that merely enlarged ton- 
sils do not necessarly call for any 
treatment, nor does the presence of 
in adenoid enlargement; it ig only 
when tonsils or adenoids. present evi- 
aerces of disease, or, being diseased, 
produce other injuries to health, that 
their removal is necessary.

Arrangements will be made to trans- 
port all those able to attend, and 
they will be given the time of their 
lives with grand stand seats where 
they can witness the automobile races, 
the running and trotting horse races, 
the boxing bouts, hear General Per- 
shing’s speech, drink “knee-high” 
beer, cuss Mr. Volstead and have a 
g0om time generally; besides which 
they will witness the great military 
spectacle put on by the regular army 
which according to the latest informa- 
fion 18 golng to be a small-sizes regu- 
lar honest to goodness war. 

According to ordinance officers of 
the regular army they have a large 
stock of shelJs, ammunition for ma- 
chine guns and automatic rifles and 
the like and loads of pyrotechnics, 
most of which will have to be used 
soon anyway, and ail the said mu- 
nittions of war will be expended in 
giving the people of Atlanta a thrill.

One Day in Atlanta’s Social Service 


The Boy Scouts. 


Nothing is nearer the hearts of 
Atlantans than our boys—their wel- 
fare, training and ideals. The one 
aim of the Boy Scouts of America 
is to make every boy a better citizen 


—to bring out his finer instincts at | 


an age when he is most easily mold- 
ed for better or for worse. 

The Atlanta division of the Boy 
Scouts, financed by the Five Ways 
Social Service organization, through 
the generosity and liberality of At- 
lanta men and women, is an unusual- 
ly fine one. Its influence reaches 
approximately 1,400 boys in the city. 
There are thirty-two scouts to a trodp 
and fifty-five troops in the city, each 
troop under a scout master. The 
organization is open to any boy 12 
years old or over, regardless of na- 
tionality or religious faith. 

The scout movement gives the boy 
an opportunity to bring into action 
the training, courtesy and knowledge, 
the fundamentals of which are taught 
in the boy’s home, but are empha- 
sized and developed through the Boy 
Scouts. With them great stress is 
placed on the idea of doing things 
for others as well as for themselves. 
A scout does a good turn each day 
that comes. This act of unselfish- 
ness is done in such a quiet, modest 
way that many times no one knows 
just what the scout’s good turn bas 
been. 

A group of scouts may always he 
found in the office: at headquarters. 
Here they feel thoroughly at home, 
finding sympathy and interest in their 
ambitious efforts or little personal 
problems. A library is maintained 
at headquarters for the use of the 
scouts. Many of the books have 


-“been contributed by men who were 


boys themselves not so long ago and 
realize what the gcout movement 
would have meant to them at that 
age. Other interested friends of 
the boys and scouting send literature 
which serves to instill in the boys a 
high ideal and purpose. 

Scouts report to headquarters for 
service to the community, answering 
calls from various sources for special 
service. No other organization makes 
the effort that the scouts make to 
“Be prepared,” which is their motto— 
to do service to city, state and coun- 
try. To be prepared means being 
trained along many lines—first-aid, 
citizenship, woodcraft, swimming and 
numberless other things must be 
known. 

Scouts bring in their work to be 
exhibited before the Court of Honor— 
a reviewing court for merit badge 
work. Reports are received from va- 
rious troops of the city, records are 
entered in proper place. map work 
is studied, checked and _ approved. 
Here too, “Tenderfoot” examinations 
are graded. 

Boys will be men; they will make 
much better men after having taken 
the prescribed course in scouting as 
given in the rank: of a boy scout. A 
boy who lives up to his obligation as 
a scout will make a valuable citizen 
and develop into the highest type of 
manhood. 

The slogan of the Boy Scouts is 
“Once a scout, always a scout.” 

The oath of the scout, which every 
boy who joins must promise to obey. 
is as follows: “On my honor, I will 
do my best: First, to do my duty to 
God and my country and to obey ‘the 
scout law; second, to help other peo- 
ple at all times; third, to keep myself 
physically strong. mentally awake and 
morally straight.” 

Such noble work for the welfare 
of our future manhood should re-

The erection of goal posts on the 
main playing field at Tech is almost 
complete now. For two months 
careful attention has been payed to 
the field and a heavy turf has been 
raised on the whole except the base- 
ball infield. Last week George Grif- 
fin and the squad of managers survey- 
ed the whole field, marking out the 
length and width distances, and also 
the five-yard distances. Al] that re- 
mains now to complete the program is 
two goal posts. By Saturday, the 
first scheduled scrimmage, the posts 
will be up and the last detail will be 
complete. . 

Qne point of discussion will no 
doubt.be the method of scoring the 
point after touchdown. Thus , far 
Coach Alexander has given no ink- 
ling as to how he shall attempt to 
make this point. But several men 
each afternoon practice diligently on 
place kicks, drop kicks and the old 
kick after touchdown method. It may 
be, however, that he will elect to put 
the bail into play and try a pass, 
end run or something similar. The 
possibilities of making this point are 
unlimited. . 

With the ball five yards’ distance 
from the goal line, practically any 
play may be used—end run, forward 
pass, line buck. trick play, drop kick. 
place kick and what not. It will 
certainly keep the defense on the hop 
alright to fathom just what method 
is going to be used.  VOffhand, it 
would appear that a place or drop. 
kick involves less diffiiculty than any 
other. Provided of course the, team 
has a dependable drop or place kicker. 
But anyway some light will be thrown 
on the subject September 30. 

Granger at End. 


Henry Granger, tackle from last 
season, will, no doubt, be seen cavort- 


ing around the end position this sea- 
son Henry has had a rather varied 
career at Tech, playing every position 


on the rush line except center.. His 


first year he played guard. That was 
back in S. A. T. C. days. Then he 
was shifted to end the next year, and 
made good. 1920 saw him still on 
end, but he suffered severely from in- 
juries that season. Last year, tackles 
were in demand, and Henry helped to 
fill in the breach at that position. 

This season, Coach Alexander has 
signified his intention of using 
Henry at end. Henry made his letter 
last year at tackle and should prove 
a rip snorting end this year. 

Henry has a wonderful build, cer- 
tainly the experience, and is no 
slower than the average end. He is 
probably the best receiver of passes 
on the field, and makes practically 
all his chances good. With Grang- 
er, Nabelle, Mitchell and Rather on 
the outside, Coach Alex has a com- 
plete set of dependable men. 

With George Griffin, trainer, on 
the job, injuries this season will be 
at a minimum. Thus far, the squad 
as a whole is in éxcellent shape. And 
it is usually during the first few days 
of practice that four or five men get 
injuries which last throughout’ the 
season. George is a master for heal- 
ing charley horses, bruises, strained 
muscles, and the other ailments most 
common to football players.

LESSON No. 148—Points to Remember. 


Remember that: 

If the receiving antenna is exceptionally long it may be necessary to 
insert a variable condenser in series with the antenna circuit in order to 
reduce the wave length sufficiently to tune to resonance with broadcasting 
Stations operating on 360 meters. In order to receive amateur stations 
operating on 200 meters the capacity may have to be still further reduced 
by turning the knob on the condenser toward the zero mark. 


Storage batteries may be charged from any lighting circuit whether 
the current is alternating or direct. If the Current is alternating it is 
necessary to step the voltage down by means of a transformer, then to 
rectify it into pulsating direct current by means of some form of magnetic 
or electrolytic rectifier. If the current is direct it is merely necessary 
to reduce the voltage by means of series of resistance inserted in the line 
which may be in the form of lamps in parallel. 


Receiving sets for portable use at sum
